On or about March 23, 2014, and April 11, 2014, in the Eastern District of 
Michigan, Southern Division, defendant STEVEN HOHENSEE did unlawfully and 
corruptly accept and agree to accept a total of $10,000 in cash from a confidential 
human source working at the direction of the Federal Bureau of Investigation, with 
the intent to be influenced and rewarded in connection with a business, transaction, 
or series of transactions of Washington Township, Michigan involving $5,000 or 
more. 


All in violation of Title 18, United States Code, Section 666(a).
